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Mr.  G.  A.  Yan  Allen,  of  the  Commerce  Insurance  Co.,  of 
Albany,  was  elected  a member  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
in  place  of  Mr.  Rice  of  that  city,  resigned.

Gentlemen  of  vhe  ExFGFHvE'.CoMMmEE: 


As  Chairman,  I beg  leave  to  present  the  following  report 
of  the  proceedings  bf  this  Co'mifaittee,  since  the  last  meeting, 
held  at  the  city  of  Hartford,  August  9th  of  this  year : 

^ Immediately  upon  adjournment,  I procured  the  publica- 
tion, in  pamphlet  form,  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Hational 
Board  and  Executive  Committee ; and,  in  accordance  with 
a resolution  passed  at  that  meeting,  caused  the  same  to  be 
forwarded  to  all  the  Fire  Insurance  Companies  in  the 
United  States,  “for  their  approval  and  assent.” 

This  I accompanied  with  a circular  letter,  stating  the  rea- 
sons for  organizing  such  a Board,  its  objects,  and  inviting 
all  to  join  us  in  this  great  effort  at  reform. 

I am  happy  in  being  able  to  inform  you  there  has  been 
an  almost  universal  co-operation  of  all  the  companies  to 

whom  the  pamphlet  and  letter  was  sent,  and  a cordial 

« 
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acknowledgment  of  our  endeavors  in  behalf  ot  the  Iiisur-  ^ 

ance  interests  of  the  countrv.  I doubt  not,  at  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  Hational  Board,  large  numbers  will 
be  represented,  who,  from  various  causes,  took  no  part  in  the 
Convention  of  July  19th,  or  at  the  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  August  9 th. 

In  conjunction  with  this  movement  upon  my  part,  the 
Chairman  on  Local  Boards,  Rates  and  Commissions,  (whose 
valuable  assistance  I am  happy  to  acknowledge),  issued  a 
circular,  which  was  sent  with  my  circular  and  the  printed 
proceedings  before  mentioned,  making  inquiry  as  to  whether 
Local  Boards  had  l)eeii  established  in  those  places  where  the 
circular  was  sent ; if  not,  what  efforts  were  being  made  to 
produce  such  an  organization  ; if  none,  urging  immediate 
action. 


The  Report  of  Proceedings  and  Circulars  brought  us  a 
great  number  of  letters,  so  much  so,  that  we  were  obliged  to 
employ  assistance  to  attend  to  the  large  and  increasing 
correspondence.  Some  of  these  letters  were  of  inquiry, 
with  reference  to  mode  of  procedure,  powers,  &c.  For  the 
benefit  of  these  we  had  a sample  copy  of  a Constitution 
and  By-Laws  printed,  which  has  been  of  great  help  in 
establishing  proper  organizations.  Some  were  of  complaint 
as  to  non-co-operation  of  agents.  After  ascertaining  the 
names  of  the  Companies  represented  by  these  parties,  we, 
either  by  letter  or  conference,  procured  the  sending  of 
instructions  to  such  agents  to  give  any  movement  for  the 
formation  of  a Local  Board  their  hearty  aid  and  support. 

Some  were  for  information  in  regard  to  the  establishment 
of  a tariff.  To  many  of  these  we  sent  Hines’  Book  of 
Instructions,  accompanying  it  with  a letter,  stating  that  it 
was  not  to  be  considered  as  binding  in  its  provisions,  but  as 
containing  many  valuable  hints,  and  furnishing  what  we 
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considered  an  approximation  to  fair  paying  rates,  to  be 

modilied,  however,  according  to  circumstances.  To  others 

we  simply  recommended  an  advanced  tariff,  rvliile  to  still 

othere  coming  from  important  points,  in  connection  with 

le  Chairman  of  Local  Boards,  &e.,  we  have  been  iustru- 

inental  m getting  a Committee  to  go  and  establisli,  upon 
inspection^  suitable  figures. 

To  give  the  Committee  an  idea  of  the  labor  performed 
1 would  say  that  our  files  now  exhibit  eight  hundred  and 
bixty-four  letters  received.  Our  copy  book  of  communica- 
tions sent  now  numbers  seven  hundred  and  forty-two  pao-es 
and  our  letter  files  show  two  hundred  and  thirty-six  confer- 

buIhLr^^^  companies,  with  reference  to  this 

There  has  also  been  many  other  conferences,  occasioned 
by  the  reception  of  letters  from  companies  who  have  for- 
warded theiv  correspondence  for  our  inspection,  which,  after 
being  acted  upon,  have  been  returned. 

We  have  also  used  our  influence  with  companies  having 
agencies  where  no  Local  Boards  have  been  established,  and 
have  occasioned  their  writing  such  agents  i^nperatwe  instruc- 
tions  to  make  a move  in  the  matter.  ' 

As  the  result  of  our  endeavors,  we  now  have  upon  our 
books  the  names  of  one  hundked  and  twenty-eoue  Local 
Boards,  most  of  which  were  organized  under  our  auspices  • 
and  a majority  have  forwarded  their  tables  of  Bates  which 
are  now  on  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

With  regard  to  Bates,  all  that  has  been  done,  except  in  a 
few  instances,  has  been  of  an  advisory  character,  beino-  so 
overwhelmed  with  correspondence,  that  no  time  could  be 
spared  in  supervising  tariffs  and  in  fixing  Bates 
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I would  recommend  for  the  consideration  of  the  Com- 
mittee, the  feasibility  of  employing  a suitable  person  whose 
business  it  shall  be,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee, 
to  assist  Local  Boards  in  establishing  remunerative  figures, 
and  endeavor  as  far  as  possible  to  have  a uniformity  in  Bates 
upon  risks  that  are  similar,  in  all  places  wdiere  such  Boards 
mav  be  established. 

In  the  first  place,  however,  some  action  must  be  taken 
with  reference  to  the  finances  of  this  organization.  Some 
considerable  expense  has  already  occurred,  and  if  we  con- 
tinue our  present  plan,  more  will  follow.  “ Without  oil  the 
lamp  goeth  out,”  and  without  money  all  movements  of  this 
character  must  inevitably  come  to  a stand  still.  I sincerely 
hope  this  matter  will  receive  proper  consideration,  so  that 
the  amount  raised,  and  the  means  of  raising  it,  will  be 
satisfactory  to  all  parties  concerned. 

This  subject  will  undoubtedly  be  treated  by  the  Committee 
on  Finance  in  their  report. 

In  conclusion,  I would  say  that  though  the  work  is  but 
liardly  commenced,  our  efforts  thus  far  have  been  crowned 
with  a success  the  most  flattering,  and  every  day  brings 
renewed  assurances  that  all  is  working  well.  Our  machinery 
is  but  just  systematised,  and  if  we  are  properly  sustained 
by  the  Avhole  Insurance  interest,  before  many  months  will 
have  elapsed  we  shall  not  fail  in  placing  such  interest  upon 
a safe  and  sure  foundation — one  that  will  not  be  oppressive 
upon  the  assured,  and  at  the  same  time  will  make  his 
“ assurance  doubly  sure.”

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The  Reports  of  Standing  Committees  being  called  for,  the 
Finance  Committee,  through  Mr.  Paine,  reported  progress ; 
the  Committee  on  Local  Boards,  Rates  and  Commissions' 
through  Mr.  Crowell,  presented  a written  and  detailed 
report  of  its  transactions  since  August ; the  Committee  on 
procuring  the  co-operation  of  Companies  reported  throiio-h 
its  Chairman,  Mr.  Williams,  detailing  the  work  performed 
m New  England  by  that  Committee;  no  report  was  made 
by  the  Committee  on  Incendiarism  and  Arson,  but  con- 
siderable information  on  the  subject  was  derived  from  a 
general  interchange  of  views  and  observations  respecting 
incendiarism ; the  Committee  on  Legislation  and  Taxation 
reported  progress,  and  requested  further  time  before  making 
a complete  report.  ^ 

The  various  reports  were  on  motion  accepted. 

The  Committee  on  By-Laws,  Mr.  Smith,  chairman, 
reported  that  they  would  present  a code  of  By-Laws. 

« 

The  subject  of  a Form  of  Policy  being  introduced,  Mr, 
Howard  moved  that  a Standing  Committee  be  appointed  on 
the  Form  of  Contract  in  Fire  Policies,  which  was  agreed  to, 
and  the  Chair  requested  to  appoint  such  Committee. 

On  motion,  a Standing  Committee  on  the  subject  of 

Adjustments  was  also  directed  to  be  formed,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Chair. 

Mr.  Van  Allen  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  on  the 
Committee  on  By-Laws,  in  place  of  Mr,  Rice,  resigned. 

Mr.  Howard,  on  behalf  of  Hartford  Underwriters,  re- 
quested that  the  Executive  Committee  take  action  with 
reference  to  the  following  subjects,  which  were  referred  to 
appropriate  Committees,  (as  noted). 
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Granting  indiscriminately  the  privilege  of  unlimited 
insurance.  (Referred  to  Committee  on  Form  of  Policy.) 


The  writing  of  general  Policies,  especially  on  the  contents 
of  Dwellings.  (Referred  to  Committee  on  Form  of  Policy). 


The  payment  of  claims,  before  maturity,  of  parties  on 
whose  premises  fires  originate,  and  before  the  cause  of  such 
fires  is  satisfactorily  ascertained.  (Referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Adjustments). 


Allowing  the  use  of  gas  generated  from  naptha,  benzine, 
and  other  extracts  of  coal  oil.  (Special  Committee). 


To  secure.such  municipal  action  generally  as  will  prevent 


the  storage  of  coal  oil  and  its  extracts  where  they  would 
expose  other  property.  (Referred  to  Committee  on  Legisla- 
tion and  Taxation). 

To  secure  the  organization  of  Local  Boards,  and  the 
advance  of  rates  to  a remunerative  standard  throughout 
the  country  as  speedily  as  practicable.  (Referred  to  Com- 
mittee on  Local  Boards,  &c.) 

The  adoption  of  the  most  efficient  measures  for  the 
detection  and  punishment  of  incendiaries.  (Referred  to 
Committee  on  Incendiarism  and  Arson). 

The  subject  of  Gases  from  Coal  Oils  was  referred  to  a 
special  committee  of  three,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Williams, 
Howard  and  Crowell. 

After  a brief  discussion  upon  topics  of  general  interest, 
the  Executive  Committee  adjourned  to  meet  at  3 o’clock,

The  Finance  Committee  presented,  througli  Mr.  Paine,  its 

Chairman,  the  following  Eeport,  which  was  accepted  and 
adopted. 

REPOKT, 

To  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  National  Board  of 
Fire  Underwriters  of  the  United  States : 

Tlie  Committee  on  Finance  having  considered  the  subject 

of  raising  funds  for  the  expenses  of  the  ]S"ational  Board 
respectfully  report : ’ 

That  from  all  the  information  they  have  been  able  to 

obtain  the  amount  already  incurred  bv  the  Committee,  for 

traveling  expenses  of  members  of  the  Executive  Committee, 

and  others,  in  organizing  Local  Boards  and  fixing  rates  of 

premium,  for  printing,  clerk-hire,  stationery,  and  all  other 

expenses— will  not  exceed  the  sum  of  Four  Thousand 
Dollars. 

They  therefore  recommend  an  assessment  of  ten  dollars 
on  each  one  hundred  tfwusamd  dollars  of  the  capital  stock 
of  all  Companies,  members  of  the  Board,  and  such  other 
Companies  as  may  be  disposed  to  assist  in  advancing  the 
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interests  of  Fire  Insurance  in  this  country,  and  that  the 
Treasurer  be  directed  to  issue  a circular  letter  directed  to  al 
Fire  Insurance  Companies  in  the  United  States,  requesting 
the  payment  of  said  assessment.

Resolved,  That  the  Companies  represented  in  the  National 
Board  be  requested  to  instruct  their  general  and  special 
agents  to  use  their  influence  to  have  Local  Boards  formed 
in  all  places  where  no  such  organizations  exist,  and  that 
such  special  agents  be  authorized  to  call  agents  together  for 

such  purpose.

requested  to  urge  upon  the  Boards  of  Underwriters  formed 

or  to  be  formed  in  the  various  cities,  the  importance  of 

securing  municipal  action  as  to  the  storage  of  coal  oil  and 

Its  products  in  places  where,  in  case  of  lire,  other  property 
would  be  endangered.  r r j 

The  Committee  have  also  had  under  consideration  the 
best  mode  of  relief  from  oppressive  local  taxation,  and 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the.  following  Resolution : 

Re^lved^^  That  the  Committee  on  Local  Boards,  Rates 
and  Commissions  be  requested  to  instruct  all  Local  Boards 
of  Underwriters  to  so  adjust  their  rates,  that  aiij  local  tax 
and  license  that  may  be  imposed  in  their  vicinity  on  a«-ents 
o insurance  companies  doing  business  in  said  localities 

insured  in  addition  to  the  regular 
tariff  of  rates  established,  in  such  manner  as  the  Local 
Board  shall  determine.  In  places  where  no  Local  Boards  are 
established,  the  Committee  on  Local  Boards  shall  suggest  a 

plan  upon  which  Companies  shall  instruct  their  agints  to 
the  same  effect.  °

The  subject  of  the  Providence  Tariff  of  Builders’  Risks 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Local  Boards  and  Rates.

Mr.  Ballard  presented  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted ; 
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Resolved^  That  the  Coinmitteo  on  Incendiarism  and  Arson 
be  requested  and  authorized  to  issue  in  circular  form  a com- 
pend  of  the  Laws  of  the  State  of  JS'ew  York  on  the  subject 
of  Arson  and  Incendiarism,  and  to  distribute  the  same  among 
the  Insurance  Companies  and  Local  Boards  of  the  United 
States,  with  the  request  that  they  endeavor  to  procure  similar 
legislation  upon  this  subject  in  their  respective  States. 

The  vacancy  in  the  Executive  Committee  occaisioned  by 
the  removal  of  Mr.  Hastings  from  Hartford  to  New  York, 
was  referred  to  tlie  Local  Board  of  Hartford,  with  the  request 
that  they  make  a nomination  to  fill  such  vacancy. 


The  Committee  on  Adjustments,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  subject  of  the  Premature  Payment  of  Losses,  presented 
a report  recommending  the  passage  of  a resolution  on  the 
subject. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  after  considerable  discussion 
the  resolution  was  adopted  as  follows : 

Resolved^  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Committee  the  pav- 
ment  of  claims  before  maturity  of  persons  on  whose  premi- 
ses fires  originate,  and  before  the  cause  of  such  fires  is 
satisfactorily  ascertained,  is  not  only  a source  of  great 
disaster  to  the  insurance  interest,  but  is  highly  injurious  to 
public  morals,  and  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee  be  requested  to  issue  a circular  to  all  Companies 
and  Local  Boards  on  the  subject  of  payment  of  losses  before 
the  expiration  of  sixty  days,  and  invite  the  hearty  co-opera- 
tion of  all  Companies  in  deferring  the  payment  of  such  losses 
till  the  expiration  of  the  sixty  days. 

Mr.  Rouse  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

Resolved^  That  the  action  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Execu- 
tive and  Local  Boards  Committees  in  incurring  the  expense 
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of  clerical  assistance  in  performing  their  duties,  be  ratified, 
and  they  are  authorized  to  make  such  other  expenditure  in 
this  direction  as  shall  seem  to  them  necessary  and  proper. 

Mr.  Platt  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Executive  Committee 
be  presented  to  its  Chairman  and  Secretary,  and  also  to  Mr. 
Crowell  of  the  Committee  on  Local  Boards,  Rates  and 
Commissions,  for  their  arduous  and  self-sacrificing  efforts  to 
promote  the  general  good. 

Mr.  Ballard  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Local  Boards,  Rates 
and  Commissions,  be  instructed  to  undertake  at  once  the 
formation  of  a Local  Board  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  and  that 
they  be  requested  to  secure  the  co-operation  and  authoriza- 
tion of  Eastern  companies  represented  there,  in  such  an 

effort. 

The  Committee  on  Form  of  Policy,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  subject  of  Unlimited  Policies,  requested  to  be  allowed 
to  report  on  these  matters  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  which  was  granted. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Executive  Committee  were  directed 
to  be  published,  and  the  Committee  adjourned.
